YESTERDAY’S BATTLE. 



Walkir, Minn., Oct. 6 — A terrifle 
battle was fought at 1 1 o’clock yes- 
terday, thirty miles from W alker at 
Bog-.Mi Me. Up- Shirk's I'oiut dose 
to Bear Inland One hundred men 
under General Bacon landid at n 
o'clock A landing ns* effected 
with difficulty owing to a high sea. 

A sortie of the hush was made. The 
soldier* went through the thick un- 
dergrowth, a plecauliuu being taken 
against an ambush. N • indications 
of Indians were seen until II o'clock. 
The men were then ordered to line iu 
open space near the lake. Charges 
were diawn and preparation* made 
for dinner. When the first shot was 
tired it came from Bog-Ah- Me-tJc 
Shirk’s house. The hall struck Ed 
Harris, an cx-uiarshalof Walker. aud 
a half breed, whose arm was broken. 
Mint was the signal. Immediately 
the tiring Incline general from all di- > 
rectionL. Shots come from every | 
liusli. Three of (ienersl Bacon’s ! 
men dropped dead and were canied i 
tithe rear. Every man sprang for 1 
cover without waiting for orders. I 
Like a flash the blue columu van- | 
ishetl and not a sign was seen | 
of the eighty men. I heard General 
Itai on's voice high above t wry thing > 
a liuonishing his men. lie was sup- 1 
jiorted hy Major W ilkinaon and 
looked right into the eye of the red 
devils. "Steady men," be called, 
"keep cool, now keep cool." Again 
came a volley from the Indians, and 
that was what the troops were wait- 
ing for. Th. K rag- Jorgenson* 
opened lire with a frightful rattle just 
as the I’illagcrs made a terrillc rush 
A half do/.cn dropped dead and the 
rest fell back yelling like tienda. 
There w«re about 200 Indians. 
Lieut. Morrison, with twenty men. 
rushed iu to prevent the recapture of 
old Malupiod and Ba|idway-We- 
Dung. Thu marshals had these men 
under arrest and they certainly would 
have been rescued hut Lieutenant 
Morrisou yelled "charge,” and his 
squad scattered the Indian*. The 
ludiana continued tiring in a desul- 
tory way. The order was given to 
charge, the soldiers rose, ducking 
and dropping like grasshoppers, they 
made the most of their opportunity. 
Suddenly a volley was tired hy the 
Indians at the steam tug Flora. 

A score of bullets tore through 
the frail woodwork of the boat aud 
evsry man except the pilot s luglit 
cover. The lire was leturued with- 
out effect. In the volley iired at the 
tug Chief lns|>ector Tinker was shot 
through the leg audanu. The Flora 
ileauied for the agency under orders 
from Marshal O’Conner, who was on 
hoard, to get tweuty men uuder Lieu- 
tenant Humphrey, who bad been left 
there. O'Conner escaped death by 
a miracle, the indiaos liring a volley 
directly at him The newspaper cor- 
respondents fought bravely. Several 
on then boats were wounded. The 
Indiaus gave a full volley as they 
pulled out. The tiring of the Krag- 
.lorgensens, twenty milts distant, 
was distinctly audible from here, yet 
they have been hanging away all the 
afternoon. A man who arrived says 
we lost four killed and nine wound- 
ed. No complete reports of the loa- 
tts are obtainable ut Hi* lime. 
Mnuy iudiaua were killed.

CLARKSVILLE FIRE. 



Clarksville, Teun.,Oct. 6 — There 
was about u $*'>50,000 tobacco ware- 
house and railroad building tire here 
sl«>ut I o’clock yesterday morning, 
thought to have l*een the work of an 
incendiary. The fire was under con- 
trol at I a. m. 

The (image warehouse, with 4,500 
hogsheads of tobacco, burned. It 
also contaioed many snuffing kind-* 
of tobacco, which will l>e hard for the 
Atlantic S uuff company, who had 
2,000 hogsheads, to replace. 

The other tobacco was owDed and 
controlled hy M. II. Clark A Bn*., 
II. M. Dunlop A Bro., Gill A Turn- 
ley. and K. K. Tandy, broker, all of 
the home market. 

The Grange house eo*t $05,000. 
The Atlantic Nnuff company’s loes is 
about $150,000, l*ut the other tobac- 
co men refuse to give the amounts of 
losses. 

The L \ N freight depot burned, 

\ allied at $5,000. Mix cars of gener- 
al merchandise ami one car of Pitts- 
burg coal were destroyed, with a 
freight loss of $.*5,000. Insurance, 
if any, ou this los* was not known 
here. 

Three tenement houses worth $D00 
burned. The Meriwether Snuff & 
Tobacco Company hail $13,000 in 
suulf and plug tobacco stored to the 
Grange, with $8,000 insurance. 

The total insurance will fairly well 
cover the tobacco losses. 

The Giange Warehouse was a 
handsome two-story brick, and occu- 
pied one acre of ground. Gracey 
Bros., the owners, had only about 
$20,000 insurance. This tirm also 
lost $l,ii0b worth of feedstuff. 

The gas plant here was slightly 
damaged, aud the contlagration as a 
whole was one of the most disas- 
trous Clarksville has suffered in some 
time. . 

( ; racey . Bros. ’ coal shed, across 
the street From the Grange Ware- 
house. was destroyed with all of its 
contents. This shed was used for 
general storage purposes. The loss 
on this building and contents is be- 
1 level to he heavy. 

The Grange Warehouse was one of 
the largest tobacco warehouses in the 
world, and had a floor space cover- 
ing over live acres. It was compara- 
tively new, and was occupied hy sev- 
eral tirms.

Near Ninth 
anil Washington it came near de- 
populating the neighborhood, hut so 
far as could he learned, uo one was 
hurt by it.

The meeting of (be members of the 
Commercial and Manufacture* As- 
sociation convened laat night at the 
city bM and was called to order hy 
W. F. Paxton at • o’clock. The 
chairman read a list of those who had 
l*ecome members hy signing the pre- 
liminary agreeiucul prepared at tbe 
previous meeting. 

After considerable discussion it 
was ordered that the meeting go into 
the election of the board of directors 
of the association. Mayor Lang 
suggested that the directors chosen 
at the flrst citizens' meeting he re- 
elected as far as they had joiuod the 
association. It was also decided that 
the election lie by ballot, each one 
voting for twelve men; Messrs. 
Gregory and (.leaves being appointed 
tellers.

The rule* heretofore provisioually 
adopted hy the association were read 
and by various amendments were 
made to read as follows: 

Section 1. The subscriber- hereto 
associate themselves together for the 
purpose of organizing a confmercisl 
club. The name of the club -hall 
lie Commercial aud Manufacturers’ 
Association of Paducah. 

Sec. 2. The purpose of said asso- 
ciation shall be to promote the inter- 
ests ami welfare of Paducah and Mc- 
Cracken county. 

Sec. 3. Tbe annual dues for mem 
berebip shall be $25. payable aemi- 

annuaily in advance. 

Sec. 4. The affair* of the associa- 
tion shall l»e controlled hy a board 
of twelve directors, which shall he 
elected by members of tin* associa- 
tion on tbe flrst Monday in October 
in each year. 

Sec. 5. The board of directors 
shall elect annually a president, vice 
president ami a treasurer, and it 
shall not be necessary that any of 
these office! s shall be elected from 
the board of directors. 

Sec. *'*. The hoard of directors 
shall l*e empowered to employ a sec- 
retary to hold his office at the pleas- 
ure of the hoard, ami he shall re- 
ceive such com |>ensatiou aud perform 
such duties as the board may de 
termine. 

Sec. 7. There shall be twelve 
committees of three persons each — a 
committee on finance, local and stale 
legislation, taxation, freight and pas- 
senger rates, insurance rales, new in- 
dustries, entertaiuments, employment, 
advertising, ways and meaus. mail 
facilities, immigration anti parks. 
A director shall he chairman of each, 
and tbe remaining members shall he 
selected from the association. The 
president shall appoint the chairman 
of each, and such chairuiau shall se- 
lect his two colleagues from the 
association. 

Sec. 8. There shall he an execu- 
tive committee of three ap|*ointed by 
the president, and the president and 
secretary shall he ex-officio members 
of aaid committee. 

See. 9. That the hoard of directors 
snail l*e empowered to II ll all vacan- 
cies that may occur in the hoard. 

Sec. 10. All dues shall he payable 
on the 1st of October and the 1st of 
April, and if not paid by the 15th of 
the months Darned such delinqueul 
shall stand sus|*eude<*, hut uiuy be 
reinstated by payment of arrearages 
within thirty days. 

Sec. 11. The president shall pre- 
side at all meetiugs aud shall be ex- 
officio a member of all committees. 
The vice president shall perform the 
duties of the president iu the presi- 
dent's absence. 

Sec. 12. The treasurer shall be 
required to give a bond of $1,0*10 to 
be approved hy the hoard of direc- 
tors. 

Sec. 13. There shall be a regular 
meeting of the association on the 
flrst Wednesday night In each month ; 
but the presideut shall be empowered 
to call a meeting of the association 
or directors at any time, ami shall 
be required to do so on the request 
of any three members of tbe associa- 
tion. Any meeting of the associa- 
tion so called shall he a regular 
meeting. 

Sec. 14. These bylaws may he 
amended at any time hy a two-thirds 
vote of the memliers present at any 
regular meeting, hut such amend- 
ment must be submitted iu writing nt 
a regular meeting held prior to the 
meeting when Anal action is taken. 

After tbe adoption of the by-laws 
tbe meeting adjourned to meet this 
evening to discuss tbe advisibility of 
getting up some event to take the 
place of the annual fair, which will 
not be bel<l this year. This matter 



was brought l*efore the association 
by Mr It B. Phillips.

EPISCOPAL 

CONGRESS. 

The Tri Knnial Convention of 
This Law-Making Body Is 
Now in Session in 
Washington. 

Proposition to Change the Name 
of th* Chnrch— The Marriage 
Question Will Be a Bone 
of Contention. 



W ashington, Oct. 0. — The tri-en. 
nisi general convention of the Episco- 
pal church began m this city yester- 
day and will continue for two or 
three weeks. Tbe convention is 
composed of tbe House of Bishops, 
numbering sixty, and the House of 
Deputies, with four clerical and four I 
lay delegates from each diocese. 
Among the delegates are some of tbe 
most eminent men in the United 
States in (wliticH, business and pro- 
fessional life. Tbe House of Bishops 
will l*e presided over by the Kt Kev. 
John Williams of Connecticut, the 
senior in date of consecration, and 
its sessions will be secret. The 
meetings of the House of Deputies 
will be open to tbe public. 

Among the interesting topics tor 
consideration is n proposition to 
change the name of the denomination 
from the ‘ ‘Protestant Episcopal 
Church" to "The Church of Ameri- 
ca." The Episcopalians claim to be 
tbe American branch of tbe holy 
church in direct line from tbe a|*os- 
tlc*. just like the Catholic Church of 
Rome, the Greek Church of Russia 
and the church of England, varying 
from the others only in forms of wor- 
ship and articles of creed. It is also 
projiosed to elect a primate, or arch- 
bishop, who shall l*e tbe highest 
ecclesiastical authority for the church 
In America, instead of the senior 
bishop, aa at present. 

The convention will have tbe re- 
s]*onsibility of making provision for 
an Episcopalian ministry in the new 
colonies. Tbe Church of Emplaod 
dow has jurisdiction in the Hawaiian 
Islands, but there arc no diocesan 
representatives in either Cuba, Puer- 
to Rico or tbe Philippines. Several 
missionary bishops will be elected for 
Japan, North Dakota, Wyoming, 
Idaho and elsewhere. At the last 
general convention ia Milwakee the 
election of a bishop for Japan was 
hung up. Tbe Rev. Joseph M. 
Francis waa chosen hy one house, but 
was not confirmed by tbe other. 

Th* most important and exciting 
question before tbe convention wi'l be 
the amendment of the constitution so 
as to make it illegal to marry people 
who have been divorced. Canon 13, 
title 2, section 2, now reads as follows : 

"No minister, knowingly, after due 
inquiry, shall solemnize tbe msrriage 
of any |*erson who has a divorced 
husband or wife still living, if such 
husband or wife has been put away 
for any cause arising after marriage ; 
but this canon shall not be held to 
apply to the innocent party in a di- 
vorce for the cause of adultery, or to 
parlies ooce divorced seekiug to be 
united again.” 

At the Ia9t general convention a 



commission was ap|>ointed to revise 
this, among other rules of tbe church, 
aad s majority will recommend a 
sweeping provision forbidding the 
marriage of divorced |*eis *us alto- ' 
gether, so that tbe canon will read as 
follows : 

"No minister of this church shall 
solemnize the marriage of either party 
to a divorce during in- life of the 
other party.” 

A minority of the commission <>h- 1 
jects to such a sweeping provision, 
an<1 will recommend the following : 

"No minister of this church shall | 
solemnize the marriage >f any per«n-i , 
who has a divorced bushsud or wife . 
living. This shall not apply to the , 
innocent party in a divorce obtained , 
for the cause of adultery upon hia or , 
her filing with tbe minister as evi- 
dence of such innocence a legally ( 
certified transcript of the record | 
showing a final judgment or dectee | 
of a court having jurisdiction on tbe | 
subject matter awarding him or her a 
divorce, a vinculo matrimonii, on - 
grounds of adultery.” i 

It is propossd to change the canon | 
regarding the marriage of relatives so , 
thrt it will read : 

"No minister shall solemnize tbe ' 
marriage of parties who are within 
the degree of consanguinity and af- 
finity defined in tbe eighteenth chap- 
ter of tbe book of Leviticus.’ ‘ 

It ia also proposed to amend canon 
35 ao that it will read : 

"No person married otherwise than 
a* thefdiscipline of this church allows 
shall lie admitted to holy baptism or 
to receive the holy communion with- 
out tbe written direction of the bish- 
op, given u|*on application and after 
due investigation of the facta.” 

In another canon (section 2 of 
cannon 36) the proviso regarding the 
administration of the sacraments is 
inserted. The joint commission will 
recognize the adoption of the follow- 
ing new provisions regarding mar- 
riages : 

Canon 34, section 2, par. I — "It 
shall lie the duty of ministers to ad- 
monish the people from time to time | 
that tbe church discountenances 1 
clandestine marriages.” 

Par. 2 — "No minister shall solemn- 
ize the marriage ot any person who ( 
ia a minor under the law of the place I 
of the marriage unless the parent or 
guardian ia present or shall have 
given a written consent to the mar- 
riage or is a permanent resident in a 
foreign country,” 

Par. 3 — "No minister shall solemn- 
ize a marriage except in the presence 
of two witnesses, himself or the wit- 
nesses tieing personally acquainted 
with the parties."

Wu Not Held ia Very Hifh latna bv 
Hi* Friend* and Relativ-*. 

Thomas Carlyle had no overplus ol 
appreciation from his relatives and 
the Scotchmen horn und bred in the 
came surroundings. He shared tin 
old cross of being almost without 
honor in his own country. A write 
in the Atlantic Monthly says that at 
acquaintance of his own ha.! been a' 
school with Carlyle, and, though In 
oftejp unwittingly threw some side 
light on the philosopher’s character 
he bad not the slightest opprcciatioi 
of his greatness. This man rcar 
Carlyle’s “Reminiscences,” and re 
membered many of the events there 
in recorded; but this was the style o' 
his comments: “Oh, Tam, Tam, that’i 
just like you! Ye were aye sair af 
Aided with the big head, aye bragging 
about yourself and a' belonging ti 
you.” “A cantankerous lear,” wai 
the description this man garcofhin 
as a boy.

Interesting Discovery of Boo** of ao 
Animal Long KxtiacL 

The discovery of the entire skele- 
ton of an elothenum in the Bad 
Lands, 50 miles east of Rapid City, 
S D.. has aroused considerable inter 
est among paleontologists. The valu- 
able find ia accredited to Prof. O. C. 
Farrington, of the Field Columbian 
museum, of Chicago, and the bone# 
have been shipped to the windy city 

Prof. O. C. Marsh 2? year* ago 
discovered a skeleton in the north- 
eastern part of Colorado, the first of 
the species found. Prof Marsh, who 
has explored a large portion of Colo- 
rado in search of evidence of prehis- 
toric life, says tho genus elotherium, 
established by Pomel in 1847, rep- 
resents a family of extinct animals, 
all of much interest. They were 
found first in Europe, hnt are now 
found in the miocere lieds of North 
America, not only on the Atlantic 
coast, but espci iallv in the R.icky 
mountain region and still further 
west. The family includes several 
genera and subgi-nera and quite a 
number of specie-, some of which con- 
tain individuals of large size, only 
surpassed in bulk among their eon- 
temjioraries by members of the rhi- 
noceros family and of brontotheri- 
dae. Remains of the group have been 
known for nearly half a century, yet 
until recently comparatively little 
had been determined with certainty 
regarding the skeletons. 

Yhe adult individual, when alive, 
wa* more then seven feet in length 
and about four feet in height. The 
basisof the restoration by Prof. Marsh 
is thes]»oeimcn found by him in 1870 
in the mioeene lieds of northeastern 
Colorado, and deserilied in 1873. 
Looking at thi- skeleton, t he most 
striking features are the large and 
peculiar skull and the elongated and 
slender limbs and feet. The most 
notable |w>intt» in the skull are the 
long, jiemlent process of the malar 
bone, characteristic of some of the 
sloths, and the strong projection of 
the lower jaw. Another feature of 
the skull is the very small brain case, 
which proves that the brain it-elf was 
rery diminutive. This wa« also true 
of the other known species, and was 
probably the main reason which led 
to the early extinction of the whole 
group. Tlie slender, highly s|iecial- 
i?.ed limbs and feet are likewise par- 
ticularly noticeable in restorations. 
They indicate clearly that the animal 
iderable sliced.

Every year he became a great- 
er adept in his art, which with t he 
course of time has come to be consid- 
ered a branch of trade rather than a 
profession* while the druggist is 
looked upon in the light of a skilled 
laltorer. The most successful drug- 
gist of the present time is not he 
who mixes his drugs most skillfully, 
but lie who has the business capacity 
to make his’ shop profitable to him. 
It is often the druggist least skilled 
in the art of pharmacy that possesses 
this capacity. 

It is not unreasonable to believe 
that, as humanity progresses in its 
knowledge of hygienic living, a sub- 
ject in which great interest is Wing 
taken to-day, the drug shop will lie in 
less and less demand, until, after the 
lapse of ages, it may become entirely 
extifiet. Until that lime the drug- 
gist will continue to ply hr* calling, 
•deviating by his drugs the ills of a 
loo rapid civilization, in which men 
have no time to rest and repair their 
wasted energies, hut simply patch 
them up by the use of the apothe- 
cary’s wares. And because of this, 
the druggist will for a long time re- 
main an important member of any 
rommunity in which he chooses to 
sst«hli*h iutmel L— TaUUl'UCOtt’t.

A Criminal Condemned to Death Has 
.—.Two Chance* for LU" 

In ]'rainr in the middle ages a 
criminnl condemned to death had two 
law fill chnnc - for liis life beside* th* 
pardon of In- -overeign. One was in 
accidentally meeting a cardinal wheD 
on iiis ivsy to execution, theotherwa* 
in an offer of mnrringe from & mem- 
ber of the opposite sex after sentence 
was pronounced. This last seems 
very unfair, inasmuch as criminals al- 
ready married were at a bad disad- 
vantage, Imt law in tlie middle ages 
often seemed more concerned with thc 
picturesque than with justice, and 
iliese arrangements for saving dead 
men^fco to -pi nk, have left many good 
ct'^rtes in t he ohVrhronieles. 

In 130!* a cardinal named Ilochette 
Saved a man condemned to be hanged 
In l’aris. The two meton theatreet of 
Atihry le Boucher, and the cardinal 
twore before the authorities that thc 
meeting was accidental, and thc man 
wa* set free. , 

In KIS4 Charles VI. granted a par

Another story is not so well an- 
Llicntieatcd, but is very popular in 
*Normand\'s traditions. A man stood 
at the foot of the gibbet with the rope 
about his neck when a shrewish sharp 
voiced woman pressed through the 
crowd and demanded his life that she 
might marry him; the condemned 
man took one good look at her, then 
turned to the hangman and said: 

“A painted nose, a hitter tongue 
Proceed, I'd rather far lie hung. ’— 
Cleveland I-eader.

SPAIN AS A REPUBLIC. 



La stet Two Year* and Usd Fit* Dilee 
eat Presidents 

Twenty-five year* ago Spain was s 
republic. Her rxi-unee during t hi* 
period was more stormy than at any 
oiliei time during he r hiilory. S< 
uncertain the republic that the 
United States ami Switzerland alone 
recognized it a* a legal government 
T:« other nations held aloof, know 
ing that the republic would be ol 
short duration. And so it proved 
The republic lasted less than tw« 
years, and during that time five nter 
in succession acted a* helmsmen tc 
the rudderless ship of state, whirl 
drifted hither and thither, purpose 
lesslyr. 

In its formation the republic war 
unusual. It was a most |*caoeful rev 
olution. In the morning Spain sat 
a monarchy; in the evening a repub 
lie. There were no excesses attend 
ing its birth, no extravagant exulta 
tion, no threats of vengeance on th< 
part of the monarchists. No barri 
eades were raised and no swords won 
dr^wn or guns fired. Inter then 
w as plenty of bloodshed, bnt none a’ 
the birth of the republic. 

The formation of the republic wai 
due to the difficulty cxjKTienccd ir 
securing a sovereign satisfactory t< 
the cone*. Dou Carlos was impossi 
hie to t hose who no longer believec 
in tfir divine right of kings. Alfons* 
was distrusted because he was the sot 
of the ex-Queen hnbclla, notorioui 
for her excesses. Amadeus, coaxed t< 
accept the throne, was wearied with 
his ta-k and w illingly abdicated. II* 
found it impo-sildo to bring aboui 
any harmony between tiie Spams! 
parties. In hU litter of ahdu-aticr 
he said that he would l>e willing t< 
return when “plots, perils and ob 
staeh »" had la on overcome. Ths 
eortes gladly accept'd his abdication 
declaring that winn that condi tior 
existed, -liould lo dc-ire to return t< 
the country he could do so, thong! 
not to m-eive the crown again, but 
to accept another dignity, “that of i 
citizen of a free am! inde|iendent na. 
tion.” — William Mattluws Ilandv, ir
